About 
the only difference is that in the 
1928 canvass the Digest sent bal- 
lots to the registered voters of New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago, 
while in the prohibition poll no 
names from election registration 
lists are used. 

Backbone of the List. 

Practically, the. Literary Digest 
list of names to which ballots are 
sent is made up.of.the telephone 
subscribers and. the. antomobile 
owners of the United States, fre- 
vised to eliminate duplications. 
There are some other names, add- 
ed from time to time from other 
sources, but Armstrong said the 
automobile nesieiretiems | records of, 
ail the states and telephone 
directories supplied “the backbone 
of the Digest mailing list.” 

Armstrong @isclosed the interest- 
ing information that the list is not 
kept primariiy for the purpose of 
polling the country on presidential 
elections or big public questions. 
Its real purpose is to serve as a 
mailing list for Literary Digest ad- 
vertising purposes, Several times 
each year the list, in whole or 
in part, is circularized in seeking 
new -subscribers for the magazine 
and for the sale of books publish- 
ei by the Funk & Wagnalls Co., 
publishers of the Digest. 

Compilation of the list was be- 
gun 35 years ago, and it has been 
revised and increased each year 
since. 

According to Armstrong, every 


+telephone directory published in 


the United States, from the largest 
city: to the smallest hamlet, and 
including rural telephone lines, is 
obtained, and each year the com- 
plete. list of automobile registera- 
tions is obtained from each state. 
A large force of girls, at times as 
high as 2500, is employed to take 
these directions and automobile 
lists and revise the Digest mailing 
list, much of the work being done 
by the girls at their homes. The 
total number of telephone sub- 
scribers in the United States is ap- 
proximately 20, 250,000 and the 
toetal number of. automobile own- 
ers approximately 17,000,000. The 
duplications on the two lists, of 
course, are numerous, and the girls 
check the lists to catch these. - 
Special Precautions Taken. 

In the poll precautions were 
taken to prevent stuffing of the 
ballot box. The ballots were print- 
ed on a special heavy paper of 
four layers, each of a different 
color, one blue, one pink, one 
green and one white. It is said 
that only four paper mills in the 
world are equipped to produce this 
particular paper, and-that the Lit- 
erary Digest had knowledge of 
every pound of the paper in ex- 
istence. and knew that none of it 
went to any person or company 
other than itself. 

With every ballot was sent a let- 
ter of instructions as to the pro- 
cedure of voting it. They were en- 
closed in an envelope. Every en- 
velope was hand addressed. 

At the height of the poll, the 
Literary Digest had 4000 extra 
employes for the work of the-poll 
alone, and mailings of the ballots 
reached the enormous total of 1,-. 
250,000 per day, 

During the big rush, the paliots 
came back by the hundreds of 
thousands a day, some days there 
being more than 100 huge mail 
sacks of ballots delivered.

Pair Lost in Desert Sandstorm 
Were Picked Up by 
French Airplane.

LISBON, Portugal, May 3.—A 
French airplane today landed at 
Cintra aerdrome the aviators . of 
the ill-fated Coullette expedition, 
whom it had picked up from the 
Sahara Desert. 

The rescued airmen, Lieuts. Mar- 


chesseau and Coulette, are suffer- 
ing from their experiences. 

The two flyers were lost when a 
sandstorm forced them to land ir 
the desert. They were flying at an 
altitude of about 60 meters (200 
feet) when the storm overtook 
them, 
plane and they crashed. The air- 
craft was wrecked, but the flyers 
escaped unhurt. 

Stunned, they lay in the wreck- 
age until the sandstorm subsided 
and then, with the coming of day- 
light, started out afoot to seek aid. 

They were lost many hours be- 
fore coming upon a caravan of Me- 
harists. Meanwhile, the hot sands 
had burned the shoes from their 
feet and they were suffering great- 
ly from lacerations. 

The caravan offered them. aid 
and they traveled with it for four 
days before finding water, of which 
the camel train had exhausted its 
own supply. On the sixth day they 
arrived at the Tuareg village of 
Gao, where the Moors gave them 
generous hospitality, treated their 
wounds and provided them with 
soft sandals.

WASHINGTON, May  3.—The 
rejection of Judge John J. Parker 
of North Carolina, as a member 
of the Supreme Court, was pre- 
dicted confidently today by the 
Senate opposition as leaders in 
the contest’ checked over their 
forces after a week of debate but 
his friends. refused to concede 
defeat. 

The Senate will resume the de- 
bate on Monday with a vote likely 
on Tuesday. Administration Sena- 
tors will pick up the fight at the 
opening of debate Monday. The 
Parker opposition, led by Senator 
Borah (Rep.), Idaho, decided after 
a careful survey of the line-up to- 
day that 61 votes including pairs, 
were against the nominee.

All day leaders were busy in con- 
ferences sizing up the situation. At 
least four members were consid- 
ered still in the doubtful class te- 
night and upon those, friends of 
the nominee based their hope of 
gaining a majority of the 96 votes 
by Tuesday. The opposition express- 
ed alarm over the effect of Presi- 
dent Hoover's efforts in behalf of 
Parker. Several Republicans on the 
doubtful list have been called to 
the White House this week. 

The combined opposition of or- 
ganized labor and of the Negro or- 
ganizations has split the ranks of 
the Republicans and left the Demo- 
crats holding the votes upon which 
the decision will hinge. Senator 
Watson, of Indiana, the Republican 
leader, has been devoting most of 
his time to efforts to reunite the 
administration forces. 

“The result is still very doubt- 
ful with the odds against us,’ Wat- 
son said, “we will cdrry on.” 

Wil Not Withdraw Name. 

Meanwhile, there was discussion 
of a move to recommit the nom- 
ination to the judiciary committee.

Stiffening in Governments’ 
Attitude Noted in Situa- 
tion Created by the Gan- 
dhi Campaign.

$75,375 HEALTH WORK FUND 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS SOCIETY 


Budget for Nearly Every Depart- 
yr ment Reduced; More Than 
$25,000 Still to Be Raised. 

A. budget of $75,375 for the 
work of the public health work 
of the Tuberculosis and Health 
Society during the next six fionths 
was approved yesterday by its 
board of directors. More than 
$25,000 of the budget, which is 
$15,455 less than that for the 
Same period last year, remains to 
be obtained. 

Practically every department, 
with the exception of the nursing 
service, will operate under a re- 
duced budget. A fund of $3006 
is provided for emergency work, 

Other expenditures include: 
$5750 for the Day and Night

Macxstachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology’s varsity crew beat Prince- 
ton by a length and a quarter in 
their mile and three-quarters race 
here today.

Fulfill Young Plan, Marx Says

HE proceedings of the Reichstag in the 
T ctosiss weeks of its last session were fol- 

lowed with intense interest not only ih 
Germany but also abroad. The political 
course of the Government and the Reichstag 
will have been hardly understandable for 
wide circles of foreign observers. .The Young 
Plan was adopted by a majority which con- 
sidering the‘ situation in Germany was com- 
paratively large. . 

The exigent requirements of foreign policy 
impelled even opposing members to vote for 
it. After the completion of this important 
legislative work, the Government desired to 
put the question of finances in order, an idea 
which was thoroughly justified. Germany 
wanted again to convince other countries that 
she is honestly determined to liquidate the 
World War, even though intolerable burdens 
are imposed upon her. Dr. Bruening, who 
exhibited 
splendid leadership qualities, demanded with 
complete justification that the question of 
securing the requisite funds must be disposed, 
of together with the adoption of the Young 
Plan. The rest of the world was to be shown 
that the representatives. of the German pe¢o- 
ple did not regard their task finished with 
the mere acceptance of -the agreements 
reached at The Hague. but that it was also 
their firm determination to. bring order into} 
the finances and budget of the Reich for the 
coming years and thus to assure the pay- 
ments under the Young Plan.

France and Germany. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N your editorial entitled “Disarmed 


Germany's Advantage,” you quote from 
an article by George McK. McClellan in 
Current History, who argues that Gets | 
many’s reparation payments of $438,000,- 
000 per year will eventually turn out to 
be a great commercial and industrial ad- 
vantage, while larger «ums spent by the 
other Powers for the upkeep of armies 
end navies are a great detriment: He 
calls this simple arithmetic. It is. 

France pays for her army and navy 
$523,000,000 per annum. I am citing the 
case of France because she has a large 
standing army and economically the 
armies stem. to have it on the navies. 
I think the French Arms numbers 600,- 
000 men, but exact (figures co not mat- 
ter. Six hundred thousand men kept busy 
saluting, doing the goose step and pre- 
senting arms, while at least another 
600,000 men are steadily employed all 
the year round to produce cloth, clothes, 
leather, shoes, arms, ammunition and 
what not. Ali of this at a total cost of 
$525,000,000, abstracted from the pockets 
of the French taxpayer and flowing back 
into the pockets of other French taxpay- 
ers, Every dollar of it spent in france. 
At the end of the year the total wealth 
of France has not been impaired one 
centime. , 

At a time when man-power goes beg- 
ging ali over the world, France is keep- 
ing 1,200,000 men stealjlily employed for 
that purpose. Were she to pay the 1,200,- 
000 men the unemployment dole at the 
German rate of $4.50 per week per man, 
or $234 per year, sh2 would pay for un- 
employment the sum of about $280,000,- 
000. Dedueting this sum from the total 
cost of $523,000,000, the net cost of the 
army to France, is $24,000,090 per year, 
a neat sum, but not out of reach of a 
frugal people who think they need ge- 
curity and are-willing to pay for it. As 
long as the army is e::ployed in march- 
ing up the hill and marching down again 
and not engaged in trying to pulverize 
another army, France or any other 
wealthy nation can keep this up indefi- 
nitely and the reserves of the French 
banks are not in the least affected. 
French arithmetic seems to bs simple, 
but good. 

Now as to reparations. If they are in 
cash and not in kind, Germany pays per 
year $485,000,000 for reparations. This 
money is abstracted from the pocket of 
the German taxpayer. and flows into the 
pockets of divers other taxpayers, none 
of which, however, are German pockets. 
Not a cent of this money is spent in 
Germany or remains in Germany. it is 
paid out to foreign countries, irretriey- 
ably lost to Germany and at the énd of 
each year Germany is $488,.600.900 poor- 
er. This, of course, is only transitory, it 
is to last only 60 years. Two gencrations 
working steadily, if they can get jobs. 
and the bill is paid. 

There comes a time when simple erith- 
metic is no longer simple. Ask Henry 
Ford whether he can figure himself a 
profit working 60 years for the other 
fellow. Or, better still, ask Prof, Linstein

socialistic, anarchistic and putting the Government 
in business. | ss : 

Mr. Legge said he had not heard any such protests 
on the part of the industrial, commercial and finan- 
cia] leaders when the Government had aided mann- 
facturers, railroads and banks. It was all right for 
the Government to help business when it put dol- 
lars in the pockets of business men. But when it 
tried to stabilize agriculture it was all wrong. He 
remarked with fine frony t the business men 
were in favor of co-operative marketing on the part 
of the farmers so long as it did not work, but when 
the Farm Board tried to make it work they -were 
up in arms. 

Mr. Legge warned the business men that this/pol- 
icy would work disaster for business. When the 
agricultural interests are in distress and the farmers 
cannot make profits, their power of purchasing com- 
modities is greatly reduced. He said the condition of 
the farmers had contributed greatly to the prevail- 
ing depression in business. In short, Mr. Legge ac 
cused them of unenlightened selfishness which in- 
duced them fo grab opportanities for immediate 
profits for themselves, without regard for the great 
element of the population upon which their continued 
prosperity depends. 

When manufacturers talk about socialism in- the 
Government's helping to stabilize the prices of farm 
products and marketing co-operation, what do they 
think of the paternalism in the levying high tariff 
taxes for their benefit, and laying the cost on the 
general public? With the hearty approval, encour- 
agement and support of the manufacturers, Congress 
is now constructing a tariff system which it is 
estimated will lay a burden of $1,000,000,000 annu- 
ally on the consumers of the country. There is not 
even the excuse that this tariff will help infant 
industries. The tariff is levied for the benefit ‘of 
great prosperous corporations which have earned 
tremendous profits. and which expect through in- 
creased tariffs to obtain greater profits. Through 
these higher tariffs the distressed farmers will be 
driven into deeper poverty. They will have to pay 
higher prices for the commodities they purchase, 
without additional income to pay them. 

The Government has extended aid and co-opera- 
tion to the railroads and the banks, and has co- 
operated thoroughly in the effort to relieve the de- 
pression in the stock market and its after-effects. 
But the farmer has received nothing more than an 
ineffectual gesture, in increasing some tariff taxes 
on farm, products which will accomplish nothing fn 
raising their prices. When the Farm Board, how- 
ever, really went to work to give substantial aid 
to the farmers—we are not discussing the merits 
of their methods—there was a loud protest on the 
part of the business interests. 

The warnings of Chairman Legge to the business 
men are fully justified. There cannet be a tide 
of legitimate prosperity unless the agricultural in- 
terests are put on a stable and profitable basis. 

There are other signs of trouble in the farming 
situation. The farm population is steadily decreas- 
ing. It numbered 32,000,000 persons in 1909. The 
losses of farm population have steadily exceeded the 
gains either by births or movement to farms. A 
recent survey of farm valuation showed that there 
has been within the past 20 years a decrease of 


tionably this decrease in value indicates inability 
to earn profits or even a decent living by agricul- 
ture. The farmers have flocked to the cities to 
become wage earners and for better conditions of 
How much business has suffered through 
unprofitable farm operation and through the contin- 
ued decrease in the value of farm lands and in farm 
population cannot be accurately measured. Undoubt- 
edly the losses have been very large. 

How long can the country as a whole stand this 
continual decrease in farm values and farm popula- 
tien? The migration of population from the farms 
and villages increases the number of unemployed 
when business depression comes, and this increases 
the effects of business depression caused by the de- 
pressed state of agriculture. 

The farmers have been the main dependence of 
the manufacturers for the domestic market, and if 
farm depression continues, with decreasing farm pop- 
ulation, what possible chance is there of stabilizing 
prosperity? Wholly apart from the methods of the 
Farm Board, Mr. Legge’s assault on the business men 
for indifference to the agricultural interests, and 
his warnings of disastrous consequences are timely 
and sound. 

In the effort to stabilize business Mr. Hoover ts 
now urging upon business men that agricultural con- 
ditions cannot be overlooked. The disastrous conse- 
quences up to the present time will be multiplied and 
intensified unless agriculture ig put in a sound profit- 
able state. 


WEIGHED AND FOUND WANTING. 

The estimate of Judge Parker among the dis- 
tinguished lawyers who have had the duty of exam- 
ining his record on the bench, is significant. The 
Senate Judiciary Committee, composed entirely of 
men who have made their mark at the bar, rejected 
him by a vote of 10 to 6 after an exhaustive study | 
of his record. Borah, Walsh and Norris, recognised 
as the Senate’s most distinguished constitutional 
lawyers, are all opposed to his confirmation... 

The administration's predicament is well illustrated 
by the fact that, in selecting a leader to conduct 
Parker's defense on thé Senate floor, it was com- 
pelled to choose Senator Fess of Ohio, who is not 
even a‘member of the bar. The results have been 
embarrassing for the administration and for Fess. 
For example, when Fess had consumed an hour con-. 
tending that Congress should not criticise the opin- 
ions of the Supreme Court, and had quoted at length 
trom John Marshall to support that contention, Sen- 
ator Norris reduced him to a state of collapse in 
two minutes by recalling that Marshall actually urged

AND NOW THE HOUSE! 

And now the House has revolted against the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff bill. The House has restored th 
Senate's base rate of 2 cents a pound on Cuban su- 
gar and has placed silver, lumber, shingles and logs 
back on the free list. The significance of the re 
volt should not, however, be gauged by the action 
on those items. It is true that these levies were 
most objectionable. Public opinion had condemned 
them, for the very good reason that they would have 
imposed severe hardship on the people by increasing 
the cost of living.

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The Basques: A Mysterious\People 


Origin of the Basques, a proud race of Northern Spain, has never been explained; 
their language is like no other; people variously viewed as remnant of paleolithic 
man, as emigrants from the lost Atlantis and as scions of the Hittites; fishers

These mysterious folk have baffled all the 
archeologists and anthropologists who have 
studied them. Apparently they bear no 
resemblance to any other race. One theory 
placts them as the remnent of paleoilithic 
man. Another believés them te be the 
remains of the peoples Who crossed from 
Africa into Spain when there were still sev- 
eral landways across. Still another re- 
gards them as the descendants of the Tu- 
ranians who were supposed to have emi- 
grated from the mythical continent of At- 
lantis through Spain to Central Asia, and 
to have left some of their number behind 
in the Iberian peninsula. Then, tov, they 
have been explained as descendants of the 
Hittites, who wandered into Italy and Spain 
about 2000 B. C. 

Their language is like no other, tts near- 
est relation being the Egyptian, and their 
curious tombstones have an affinity with 
some of the earliest known stone carvings. 
It is generally supposed that they belonged 
to the Hamitic branch of the white race, 
which included the Egyptians, and that they 
were living where ‘they live today before 
the Aryans came to Furope. :

They are a very independent and proud 
people, and have held their lands an¢ their 
racial integrity against all comers. Four of 
the provinces belong to Spain, three’ te 
France, but the greatest insult to them is 
to be called French or Spanish. They are 
Basque, they tell you. They have bedn fish- 
ermen and sea-faring folk or agriculturista, 
depending on whether. they lived on the 
coast or inland, since time

Tells How Byrd Expedi

crack about a half mile from our 
base we found about a dozen big 
whales having a great time. 

It was a sight of a lifetime to 
see these enormous mammals div- 
ing, blowing and at times shooting 
their noses:out of the water much 
higher than our heads. Often they 
were so close that we could poke 
them with our skf sticks, I do not 
believe that ever before such a. 
whale picture was offered to 
photographers, and we surely made 
the best of the opportunity. Dozens 
of still. pictures were taken, not to 
mention hundreds of feet of mo- 
tion picture film, 

When the airplanes had been 
dug out of their snow hangars and 
the test flight had been made, the 
way was open for aerial flight and 
aerial survey. Aerial survey inthe 
United States is usually accom- 
plished by taking a series of over- 
lapping photographs with the 
camera pointing vertically down 
and the surface of the film parallel 
to the ground. From these pic- 
tures a very accurate line Map can 
be drawn over a network of con- 


ods. 

There were 35 cameras on the 
expedition, so everybody in Little 
America contributed to our collec- 
tion of ground pictures. Capt. Par- 
ker and Dean Smith were hardly 
if ever without a camera. They 
were regular picture fans. Their 
work was surely appreciated by the 
photographer. Some of the best 
pictures made in the Antarctic were 
taken by Prof. L. M. Gould on his 
1200-mile dog-sled trip between the 
base and the Queen Maud Range. 
Our collection would not be com- 
plete without his contribution. 
Among his pictures were many 
views of trail light and the many 
mountains in the Queen Maud 
Range which h&d never before 
been seen. 

Even though the light had _ re-

When operating a 
camera—whether it be motion pic- 
ture, ground or aerial—in the Ant- 
arctic, one must be prepared for 


ably accurate measurements can bé 
taken from the photographs, 
Seven flights, during which aér- 
ial mapping was done, were made 
during our’ stay in the Antarctic. 


The two outstanding flights were 


the polar flight and the Eastern 
flight. During the 
oblique photographs were taken at 
20 degrees from the horizontal, us- 
ing a nine-and-one-half-inch focal 
length lens. The flight resulted in 
a strip or photographic panorama 
over a stretch about 800 miles long. 
The pictures were taken while we 
were going to the Pole and return- 
ing to Little America, and the 
width of the ground covered varies 


according to the elevation of the! 


airplane above’ the surface. The 
average width covered by the 
strip map will be approximately 
150 miles on this flight. Five rolls 


of aerial film 75 feet long and nine 


inches wide were used during the 
polar trip; that is to say, about 
560 9 by 7 pictures were taken. 


Some Mountain Views. 


While a great part of the area 
covered was flat, white and “unin- 
teresting, the photographs taken 
as we crossed over the mountains 
make beautiful views as well as 
good mapping photographs. ‘The 
most difficult part of the flight, 
from @ mapping point of view, was 
involved in the necessary and con- 
tinual change of elevation of the 
airplane above the surface. There 
was, of course ,a rapid rise in ele- 
vation when the Queen Maud 


Range was reached. At this point 
the mountains rise from practically

Tricky Antarctic Sun. 

Widely differing light conditions 
and a fricky sun are encountered 
in this land of white. These vary- 
ing light conditions were one of the 
great obstacles to good photogra- 
phy in the Antarctic. To our eyes, 
accustomed to the dark, the light, 
especially when the sun. first came 
back, appeared much brighter than 
i actually was. The photographic 
quality, of course, increased as the 
sun rose higher above the horizon. 
Often, just as we would be sure that 
we had hit the nail on the head, 
some freak haze condition turned 


$0 miles, and thus. the length of 
the coast line mapped by photog- 
raphy was in all about 500 miles.

Disarmament Thesis of Washing- 
ton Pian. 

The Anglo-Americay ' disarma- 
ment thesis produced in 1822 the 
Washington agreement limiting bat- 
tieships and aircraft carriers, and 
in connection with this the four- 
Power treaty providing for consul- 
tation among the signatories in 
the event of threatened trouble in 
the Pacific. Unlike the Locarno 
pacts, it provides for no definitive 
action against an aggressor. The 
London treaty extends the princi- 
ple of limitation, so far as the 
three leading naval Powers are 
concerned, to the categories left 
unregulated at Washington. 

Another important part of the 
machinery of international peace is 
the World Court, created in 1921 
as the result of a mandate given 
the League of Nations by the Paris 
Conference. Though the 
court is an offshoot of the league. 
it represents the fulfillment of an 
American ideal of long standing. It 
is notworthy, too, that an Amer- 
ican, Elihu Root, devised the com- 
promise that enabled a deadlock 
over the method of selecting judges 
to be broken. Fifty-two, nations 
have signed the protocol of adher- 
ence to the court, 

America is sfill outside the 
court..

Allied Governments to be Asked to 
Aid in Effort to Trace 
Them. 


By the Associated Press. 
- LONDON, May 3.—One last ap- 
peal is to be made to the allied 
governments to find some of the 
army of missing men who disap- 
peared between 1914 and 1918. 

The “Prisoners of War Support 
Association” is asking veterans of 
the varioug countries to search to 
see if the fate of such prisoners of 
war as have not returned to their 
homes can be determined. 

Nearly 48,000 French, 8000 
British, 5000 Italian and 24,000 
German soldiers are still missing. 

German official circles assume 
that many prisoners of war sent to 
Siberia “first postponed travel 
through Russia during revolution 
then abandoned intention to re- 
turn. Many of these men married 
under assumed names. 

Many prisoners were shot trying 
to escape from war-time prison 
compounds after removing all 
identification marks. 

Finally there are the tragic 
cases of men who never came back 
because hardships destroyed their 
memories.

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Charming Residence Made 
From Shabby Old House 


What Modernization Means When Applied to 
the Exterior of a House Aptly Demon- 
strated in This Case. 


The picture of the attractive 


‘medern home in the accompany- 


ing illustration shows. a small 
house that for sheer beauty of 
lines can seldom be surpassed. 

It is a home which any man or 
woman would be proud to Own or 
to live in. 

It bears the marks of taste, re- 
finement and an artistic apprecia- 
tion of the value of simple archi- 
tecture. 

Yet this residence grew from 
the colorless, dejected husk of a 
house shown in the other pic- 
ture, 

Before it was remodeled the old 
house was an eyesore to the 
neighborhood with its broken cel- 
lar door, patches of siding want- 
ing on the exterior walls and -ts 
patched shingled roof. 

Compare the two pictures and 
gee how cleverly the builder ap- 
plied his art to the old shell. 

These before and after pictures 
show how simple it was to trns- 
form the ugly house into the beau- 
tiful home. 

The wooden shingles of the roof 
were replaced by asbestos shin- 
gles which will last the life of the 
dwelling. 

Two dormer windows side by 
side now pierce each slope of the 
roof of the main structure, allow- 


ing the old time attic to be trans- 
formed into liveable, cheerful 
sleeping chambers. 

Each dormer contains small- 
paned casement windows with out- 
flung ventilators, weleoming the 
wary breeze during the hot sum- 
mer days and nights. 

Below the old wooden siding was 
torn away and the wooden shin- 
gles substituted. The bay win 
dow was left, but new counter- 
weighted sashes with small panes 
above replace the warped and bat- 
tered windows of previous years. 

The broken cellar door slanting 
over a damp, ugly hole was dis- 
carded and concrete steps now lead 
below to a door entering a rejuve- 
nated basement. 

A front porch facing the street 
to the right ‘was torn away and a 
stoop of Dutch design built in its 
stead. 

Perhaps the greatest change to 
be noticed is in the treatment of 
the wing leading from the main 
structtire. The ugly wooden in- 
closure of the side porch off the 
dining room was torn away. 

Now three broad arches with 
shingle columns gracefully divide 
the opening. The dining room now 
becomes one of the most cheerful 
rooms of the dwelling.

MODERN PLUMBING 1S 
A HOME NECESSITY 


Sanitary Condition of Building 
Depends on State of 
Plumbing System. 


One of the important subjects to 
be considered in any home modern- 
ization plan is the plumbing sys- 
tem of the house. 

In many olc dwellings years have 
elapsed since the plumbing system 
was installed and, oftentimes, vis- 
ible supply and waste pipes greet 
the’ eye in residences erected 15 or 
20 years ago. 

Many of these old buildings have 
but one cut-off valve that cuts off 
the water supply of the entire 
house, 


The supply pipes and the waste. 


pipes are worn out and apt to 
spring leaks at any time and flood 
ceilings and walls, while the toilet 
equipment is unsanitary and old« 


fashioned and the kitchen sink, 
zinc-lined and out-of-date, 


Most householders, when méd- 
ernizing their homes, arrange to 
replace the plumbing system at one 
con- 
venient to renew or replace certain 
sections at different times, ‘ with 
the idea of obtaining an entire new 
Plumbing system within several 
years’ time. 


While it is both sanitary and a 
good investment to d© away with 
wornout and leaky water pipes, 
each branch of water pipes 
throughout the house should have 
its own cut-off valve. A single 
one that cuts off the water supply 
for the entire house is not enough 
unless the householder is willing 


of having the water supply of the 
home-cut off when a washer or 
faucet is being changed or other 
adjustments are being made a 
condition which ‘surely follows if 
there be only a single cut-off valve 
in the basement to control] the en- 
tire water supply of the house. 


Again’ most old residences have 


usually in the laundry. It is a 
good idea to have a drain in the 
furnace room floor also. 
‘ The garage floor should have 
a drain, too, so that the, garage 
can be kept clean and dry. 
Plenty of traps should be pro- 
vided in order to secure a satisfac- 
tory plumbing system, and all 
should be equipped with plugs

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Continued Weakness in Com- 
modity Prices-Reported by 
Commerce Department. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May %.—Con- 


tinuing weakness in commodity 
prices, some contraction in pro- 
duction in various lines, but an 
increased steel output were among 
points cited this week by the 
Commerce Department's review-of 
the business situation at home and 
abroad during the period. 

“For the week ended April 26 
the volume of business as indicat- 
ed by check payments was lower 
than for the week before and also 
lower than for the same week in 
1929." the review said. 

“Operations in steel plants’ dur- 
* ing the latest reported week were 
higher than for the previous week, 
but less than a year ago. Produc- 
tion of bituminous coal was near- 
two per cent less than last week 
and 6 per cent less than a year 
ago. Petroleum production re- 
mained the same as the previous 
week, but was four per cent low- 
er than.in 1929. 

“The value of building contracts 
declined from last week and ‘was 
much below a year ago. 

“The general index of wholesale 
prices was slightly below that for 
a week ago and nearly seven per 
cent lower than for 1929. Com- 
posite iron and steel prices re- 
mained practically the same as 
last week and were seven per cent 
lower than a year ago. 

“Bank loans and discounts. at 
the end of the week were slight- 
ly higher than in either period.

HEN you motored to Florida 
Wis: winter you were naturally 

in a rush to get there. You 
‘had heard the call of the Gulf 
Stream and every fairway and 
green beckoned to you. You hada 
tricky new bathing sult and you 
hated the thought of so many of 
Florida’s ultra violet rays going to 
waste when you were just yearn- 
ing to be in the pink of condition. 
So you took the most direct route 
to get there. But when the time 
came to start homeward, weren't 
you inclined to prolong the delights 
of southern resorts and summer 
weather, especially if it did not 
really shorten your visit in Fior- 
ida? 

By adding only 350 miles to your 
log between Miami and St. Louis 
you can follow the Coastal High- 
way from Jacksonville to Charles- 
ton, 8S. C., by’ way of Savannah, 
Ga., then over to Asheville, N. C., 
across the Cumberlands to Knox- 
ville, Tenn., and from there to St. 
Louis by a choice of several routes. 


We folded our tents in Miami! 
one “mid-summer” day in March 
and slipped silently away with the 
wild geese. We faltered through 
Palm Beach, loath to leave tropical 
Florida’s northern outpost and its 
bigger and better Atlantic. It 
does seem like the ocean is the 
only thing down there that is large 
enough for everybedy when Amer- 
ica’s Riviera is in full swing. Fol- 
lowing U. 8. Route 1 up the east 
coast we diverted from the main 
highway above Fort Pidjce and 


motor and your baggage. It is a

Mary’s River, and here the Fed- 
eral quarantine officers agreeably 
take up where Fliorida left off. 
Our experience was that it is 
simpler to get into Florida from 
Havana than out of Florida into 
Georgia. 

All the way to Savannah the 
road is concrete and the country 
ancient. Ox teams along the wry 
seem a natural part of the picture. 
But the general aspect is more 
hopeful, if not more presperous, 
than in Central Georgia. Negro 
cabins are whitewashed and fenced 
in, and have an air of well-being 
that is a contrast to the seeming 
desolation further west. On the 
edge of Brunswick is a great tree 
bearing a tablet inscribed ‘The 
Sidney Lanier Oak’’ where one may 
imagine the Georgia poet spent 
many restful and productive hours 
in the 1800’s, but where a modern 
writer would be compelled te tune 
his verse to the roar of motors.

President of International Com- 
merce Chamber Londs Wages 
Rising in Many Countries.

PARIS, May 3.—Business prob- 


ably. wll be a little below par this 
year but the worid as a whole is 
getting along pretty well, Georges 
Theunis, former Premier of Bel- 
gium and president of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, 
says in his annual report on “Eco- 
nomic Conditions in 1989.” 

The Wall Street crash reduced 
purchasing power of farmers and 
miners, and heavy permanent cap- 
ital investments during recent 
years of expansion are cited as fac- 
tors in the present moderate bual- 
ness recession. Wages haye been 
going’ up in many. countries,” 
Theunis says, and “general . im- 
provement in the living conditions 
of wage earners in recent years 
and the spread of education have 
intensified the demand for food- 
stuffa and for luxury and semi-lux- 
ury articles such as automobiles, 
radio sets, motion pictures and arti- 
ficial silk goods.” 

The world-wide tendency toward 
chain stores and other business 
concentrations, he says, “is pos- 
sible only because of a certain uni- 
formity in the ways of living, a 
certain moulding of the masses that 
overshadows national particular- 
isms,” .

Outlines His Plans 


Only a Level of Excellence Such As Has Never 
Before Been Established Will Satisfy 
Him, Says Milton Shubert. 


ITH work already well start- 
and even somewhat Wes on the cycle of operas that 


will comprise the 1930 season, 
Milton I. Shubert, general produc. 
tion manager for the Municipal 
Theater Association, took time off 
yesterday to discuss his ideas of 
the drama as they relate to the 
big stage in Forest Park. He has 
come to St. Louis with a fresh 
viewpoint and a determination to 
make the approaching season the 
most important in the history of 
the Municipal opera. 

He finds the special problems 
that face him a challenge. And 
he says unequivocally that he will 
be satisfied with nothing less than 
the best—the best, as a matter of 
fact, that. has ever been done in 
the production of light opera in 
this country. Already certain tan- 
gible results have come from his 
regime. The revolving stage is 
one. And this is only a beginning. 
He has set to work with the whole 
background of the theater in mind 
In the course of the isterview he 
said: 

“The measure of artistic success 
is precisely in the extent to which 
You are able to induce your audi- 
ence to enter into the spirit of 
beauty in which the artist con- 
ceived his work. + That is true of 
poem or novel, of picture or sculp- 
ture, of the song or the symphony, 
of the dance or the drama. But it 
is especially true of arts of the 
theater. 


“For the theater was born, and 
again reborn after a thousand 
years, of religious rites in. which 
the audience participated with the 
acter in the mood of worship. 


“It is one thing to have an™audi- 
ence sit watching the stage curi- 
ously, impersonally,. as it might 
watch the passing of a circus pa- 
rade. It.is quite another thing to 
induce your audience to share. in 
the mood in which. artist players 
meet the vicissitudes of adventure 


and romance as the story unfolds 
upon the stage. 

“The alm of the art of the thea- 
ter is to induce your audience, 
through the persuasion of beauty. 
to become an imaginative actor in 
the drama you present. 

“When we speak of the modern 
spirit of tHe theater we mean pre- 
cisely. that spirit of participation— 
the spirit of which the Greek thea- 
ter, the first theater in the history 
of civilization, was’ born. 

“Three men have been the 
aposties of that modern  spirit— 
Max Reinhardt, whose “The Mir- 
acle,”” made the audience itself an 
actor in the drama by means of 
making the auditorium a part of 
the stage; Gordon Craig, who pre- 
ceded Reinhardt, and who particu- 
larly emphasizes the art of decor. 
as an expression of the mood of 
the drama; and Adolphe Appia. 
who wag before Craig, and who 
thought to make light the princi- 
pal actor in the place, by the use 
of lighting to re-enforce the mood.

What Critics Are For 


Robert Littel Says He Writes for the Public and 
Not the Producers, But the Public Generally Makes 
Up Its Own Mind—All He Oan Really Do Is Record 
His Own State of Mind and Do It Interestingly. | 


By ROBERT LITTELL, 


NEW YORK, May. 3: 
OMETIMES I dream of an all- 
S wise confessor to whom dramat- 
ic critics can tell their troubles, 
‘rom whom they can get advice. 
But he ts only a dream, and his 
note-book, filed with much trou- 
bles and the advice meted out to 
them. is only a dream note-book. 
While Much of it is therefore hazy 
end. illegible, some of it appears 
in my mind’s eye clearly enough 
for a few extracts, and here they 
are: 

The critic is much exposed {to 
good fellowship, and to some ex- 
tent vulneralle to it. Before one 
show out of every five, good na- 
tured mutte:ings and hinis reach 
hist ears. ‘“fhe boys,” it. is mut- 
tered—meaning the firm of young 
producers—"‘the boys have sunk all 
their dough into this show, s0 
vlease give it a break.” The critic 
inay well re, ly that it is not his 
business to give producers a break. 
4)n the contrary, it his his business 
to give the public a break. He 
exists, not for the support of this 
and that well-meaning producer. 
but for the protection of the pub 
lic. The public is his master, and 
wren he cousciously or wuncon- 
asciously gives a producer “a break” 
he is being uiitrue and unfaithful 
wo his master. 

Contrary to general belief, the 
critic. when and if he errs, which 
he frequently does, errs on the side 
of kindness. Literary critics are 
absurdly tolerant, and that lower 
grade. of the proféssion, known as 
book reviewers,. are grossly hos- 
pitable to aln:ost anything between

This is edsily counted for. Bad 
plays are sO much more nuiner- 
ous than passable plays that by 
comparison the paseable play often 
seems better than it really is, for 
during the warm, impressionable 
hour or two after a performance, 
it cannot coolly and accurately be 
assigned its place among the. ef- 
forts of a whole season. Also im- 
portant, perhaps, isa the critic’s 
knowledge that many people con- 
sider him a congenital crab, whence 
his desire to prove the contrary as 
often as possible. 

The critic is at a great advantage 
because he goes ‘to the play having 
heard practically nothing about {ft 
beforehand, while the playgoer is 
at the Alsadvantage of having 
hgard a great deal too much about 
it for weeks before he can get 
tickets. The critics, all honor to 
them, threw their hats'in the air 
over “The Green Pastures” and 
jumped off the roof in its praise, 
which led the public to expect too 
much. “Yes,” people have been 
heard saying to these critics, “it’s 
wonderful and great and moving 
and all that, but... 7?” The 
happy state for a playgoer is to 
have heard nothing whatever about 
the play he is sitting through ex- 
cept the first. faint casual sugges- 
tion that got him there. The first 
two or three people who tell us 
“not to miss’”’ something arouse our 
interest, the next dozen who repeat 
it instill in us caution and floss of 
appetite. It'is a'disease common in 
a country where existence is one 
long sales campaign.

between artists and audience 
does that way. 


“Thus the spirit of art in mod- 
ern theatrical production seeks to 
blend the seven arts to form a 
union of them in the great crea- 
tive art of the theater. That, of 
course is what Wagner sought ‘to 
do. But the theater has come a 
long way since Wagner—who in 
the end Was essentially a symphon- 
ist. But it is interesting to note 
that Appia’s concept of light as an 
actor in the drama was based upon 
his studies for a production of 
Wagner's ‘Ring.’ 


“The spirit of art in modern the- 
atrical production, and I speak 
particularly of operetta, dictates 
that costumes and stage settings 
form a harmonious accompaniment 
to the drama’s mood, just as the 
music is an eccompaninient to that 
mood. It doesn’t dictate that you 
should paint a house to look like 
the side of a camouflaged battle- 
ship; nor that you should paint a 
house to show that the tuckpoint- 
ers finished going over the brick 
work the day before yesterday. It 
dictates that the house itself should 
express the mood of the scene 
which is played before it, or in it. 
The realistic skill of the scene- 
painter makes no differenec to the 
audience. The mood of the drama 
does. 


“How does lignt enter into mod- 
ern production? Through the fact 
that by means of light you can 
concentrate audience interest upon 
a certain setting, a certain group 
of persons, a certain individual in 
that group if you will, and finally 
on a certain emotional mood in that 
particular individual. 


“I purpose to present the dra- 
matic scenes of the operettas given 
in Forest Park this summer as far 
forward upon the stage as is phy- 
sically ible. That will bring 
the act6rs near to the audience, but 
I can bring them nearer by the. use 
of light to focus attention upon the 
particular players who express the 
special mood of that scene. 

Shubert has many other plans 
that will affect drastic changes in 
production. He intends to use 
moveable screens by: means of 
which the stage can be cut down 
to 15 feet within 30 seconds if de- 
sired. By thus reducing the size 
of the stage when occasion seems 
to demand, many difficulties that 
have arisen from lengthy entrances 
and exits will be, eliminated. The 


whole tempo will be greatly 
speeded up and when required, it 
will be easy to secure a mood of 


intimacy. 
T- ve effected by the revolving 

stage. Hitherto, productions 
have been telescoped because of the 
long waits necessarily entailed in 
scene changes on the large stage. 
This season each opera will be 
played as the script demands, scene 
for scene. “Show Boat,” for exam- 
ple, will be done in 14 scenes, with 
intervals of less than a minute be- 
tween scenes. All this will be 


o - e 
HE most drastic changes will 


made possible’,.by «the revolving’: 


stage on which as many as five 
scénes can be set at once. Again, 
Shubert plans to employ the reé- 
volving stage for effects that will 
have a cinematic value. As an in- 
stance, one of a group of char- 
acters will say, “Let us go into the 
next room.”” The room will appear 
as the stage turns and the audience 
will see the characters leave one 
room and enter another. This. ef- 
fect has been successfully employed 
in Germany but never before in 
this country. | 


The details of the revolving 
stage, the first ever to be employed 
in the open air, were worked out 
by Shubért and an engineer espe- 
cially trained in the technical 
necessities of the theater. It will 
also be the first time that the re- 
volving device has been employed 
on a slanting stage. 


There will be radical changes in 
the system of lighting the stage. 
As the plan has been evolved, Shu- 
bert will be able to throw light 
upon the stage from any angle de- 
sired. The lighting devices will be 
entirely concealed. from the audi- 
ence, partly by the use of a trench 
for the lights. 


The new production manager 
brought with him from New York 
a staff of six ‘technicians. With 
these experts, he is hard at ‘work 
on various special problems inydlv- 
ing every field of stage craft. 


“Let me point out the importance 
of what I have called the spirit or 
the mood of the play (the operet- 
to). Take ‘Blossom Time,’ the spirit 
of that operetta is the spirit of a 
romantic love. The spirit of ‘The 
New Moon’ is the spirit of romantic 
adventure. The spirit of ‘Show 
Boat’ is the spirit of realistic ro- 
mance. It is obvious that you can't 
treat the modern story of ‘Show 


Boat’ as you would treat the hun- 
dred-year-old story of Franz Shu- 
bert’s love and get an artistic re- 
sult. You would lose the mood 
immediately. . Every operetta is an 
individual thing. Its mood is its 
own. “The art of the modern pro- 
ducer consists in co-ordinating the 
arts of the actor, the musician, the 
dancer, the painter—the sculptor, 
for he must compose his groups 
as a sculptor does.with view to 
plastic beauty — the costume de- 
signer—and the architect indeed, 
in building his scene—in order to 
achieve a perfeetion of ensemble 
in setting forth the  operetta’s 
mood. 

“' "Phat "can be done?’ St. Loxis’ 
Municipal Opera has already 
achieved an international reputa- 
tion through its productions. With 
that beautiful theater, with the 
splendid financial resources at its 
command Municipal Opera can be 
made the outstanding production 
center for operetta in all the 
world. You say you must have 
Broadway's approval. Your audi- 
ences are just as competent to 
judge as Broadway's. Seventy-five 
per cent of Broadway audiences 
are from St. Louis and cities like 
St. Louis. And your splendid au- 
diences in that great theater are 
far more a &pur to creative effort 
on the part of the theater ‘artist 
than the comparative »andsfuh 
that see a performance of a Broad- 
way show. 


“St. Louis is a great producing 
center of operetta alreadly. I have 
heard the Municipal Opera referred 
to as a stock cOmpany, or a repeér- 
tory company. Those words don’t 
belong. They minimize the im- 
portance of what you are doing and 
what you have done. I speak from 
experience when I° say that St. 
Louis can bé made the operétta 
producing center of the world. And 
with that stage, and Municipal 
Opera’s resources, combined with 
the artistic goal the directors have 
set and the artist-helpers who are 
here to work out problems with 
me, I feel that the 1980 cycle of 
operas in Forest Park this summer 
should be mére beautiful, better 
and more important than ahything 
ever done in the United States.”

creased and wilted banner of “in- 
teresting,” “engaging,” “charm- 
ing,” “ingratiating” or “sincere.” 
These words, and most of the daily 
necessities of praise, are no fun to 
deal with or listen to—so many 
bladders full of polite air. If words 
of praise are bladders, words of 
dispraise, on the other hand, are 
knives. Knives with a thousand 
little blades and edges, each one 
suitable to drawing blood from one 
of the thousand varieties of dra- 
matic folly. 
a a + 
HIS superiority has nothing to 
T do with the critics as critics, 
but is basic in human nature. 
It is always more interesting to 
hear others found fault with than 
praised. As Mr. Shaw once wrote 
to the Theater Guild, “T have noth- 
ing to complain of—which is a 
pity, for I complain so well.” 
The critic, as not everyone per- 
ceives immediately. and as some 
people never pertceive at all, has a 
sliding scale of values. One night 
he is chilly and full of reservations 
toward a translation from the Rus- 
sian, the next night he dances for 
joy on the bloated body of a musi- 
cal comedy. The casual observeér 
says to himself, “This critic fellow 
liked the musical the best of the 
two, so I shal] get tickets for it.”’ 
As a matter of fact the critic may 
have been—probably was—really 
more interested in the Russian 
play than in fhe musica) but in the 
latter. case his standard has slid 
down 70 or 80 degrees. A musical 
comedy can be ever so driveling 
and remain, as musical comedies 
go, good enough. But in things 
Russian or profound or experi- 
mental the standard that he sets is 
very much higher. In the same 
way, the low expectation that he 
has of crook melodramas, murder 
and mystery shows make him seem 
more easily satisfied with them 
-than ‘perhaps he should be. 
Sometimes the critic wonders 
what he is for; and frequently peo- 
ple tell him what he is for. They

FOR LONDON TREATY 


Unanimous Resolution Pledges 
Support of Naval Reduc- 
tion Legislation. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 3.—The 


League of Women Voters today 


placed itself solidly and actively 
behind the London naval disarma- 
ment treaty at today’s closing ses- 
sion of the tenth anniversary con- 
vention, at which feminine en- 
franchisement was celebrated. 

A resolution of “hearty support” 
was unanimously voted, supple- 
mental action pledging the league 
te. further -ali-national legislation 
relating to international naval re- 
duction treaties. 

Re-enactment of the maternity 
and infancy act was made the se¢- 
ond main object of the league, both 
by special resolution and by 
sweeping reindorsement in the na- 
tional program. 

The special resolution dealt 
with the difficulties confronting 
the measure in Washington. Call- 
ing attention to President Hoover's 
recommendation in his annual 
message that the children’s bureau 
administer the act, the league dée- 
manded that its administration be

Science has come forward now with 
very impressive data in support of her 
Science has 


long-cherished conviction. 
looked into her brain and has found 
things. It has found some things she 
hardly suspected were there at all. 
But the important thing is it has found 
that a woman's brain is just as good 
as a man’s. Her brain may be smaller 
and lighter. It may be developed 
alone lines different from those usu- 
ally conspicuous in masculine devel- 
opment. It may fit her especially for 
uctivities for which a man’s brain does 
not fit him, and it may unfit her, in a 
measure, for others. But so far as as- 
similating and handling facts is con- 
cerned, so far as cultural development 
goes, there is nothing in her brain and 
nothing absent from it that makes a 
woman inferior to a man. 

Dr. James W. Papez (pronounced 
Papes), professor of neurology at Cor- 
nell University, is authority for this 
assertion. And Dr. Papez, it may be 
ventured, is qualified to speak about 
brains if anybody is so qualified. He 
has probably examined more of them 
from the inside, weighed and meas- 
ured more of them, dissected more of 
them than anybody living. The study 
of brains—human brains and those of 
lower animals as well—has been and 
is his life work. For the last 10 years, 
since he has been at Cornell, he has 
acted as curator of the famous Wilder 
collection of brains, which was start- 
‘d many years ago by his predeces- 
sor, the late Dr. Burt G. Wilder, emi- 
nent zoologist and neurologist, a col- 
ection which now includes the brain 
of Dr. Wilder himself, and which, 
under the administration of Dr. Papez, 
is acquiring many more notable speci-

this collection. In long rows of 

jars they repose, preserved in al- 
‘Onol or formaldehyde—brains of gift- 
°c men and women, brains of scientists, 
‘Titers, lawyers and mathematicians; 
drains of criminals, idiots and defectives. 
Virtually all races and degrees of civil- 
‘ation are represented. Some are beau- 
‘ful specimens, as brains go—sym- 
“etrical, richly convoluted, gracefully 
nodeled. Some are irregular, bulg- 
and depressed there. In 

ie the fissures are shallow, the con- 
*olutions almost absent. Some are of 
‘remendous size, outwardly bespeak- 
me mental giants’; others compara- 
‘vely tiny and shrunken. The un- 
‘rained observer is treading on uncer- 
‘ain ground when he attempts, as he 
‘lll invariably do, to classify them as 
‘Uperior or inferior brains according 
‘0 superficial characteristics. Now 
‘nd then he gets a surprise when he

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superficial characteristics. Minute 
comparisons have been made of the 
various specialized fields, such as 
those governing vision, movement, 
speech, hearing, tone perception, word 
hearing and sex nature, and the asso- 
ciation bundles which correlate and 
co-ordinate these fields. He has 
studied the depth and quality of the 
cerebral cortex, or gray matter, which 
is the organ of consciousness and 
psychic life. He has found physical 
reasons why many comparatively small 
brains may be superior to many com- 
paratively large ones. 


HE brains of some 20 women 
and 20 or more men have been 
exhaustively compared, with re- 
sults which lead Dr. Papez to. the 
conclusion that ‘‘There is nothing in 
the outer organization of the female 
brain which would make it much dif- 
ferent from or inferior to that of the 
male. Given the same opportunities 
and incentives, the woman need not be 
inferior to man in intellectual attain- 
ments.”’ 

Nobody denies, of course, that the 
brains of women are, as a rule, smaller 
than those of men. 

There are many ex- 
ceptions to the rule 
as women of large 
stature usually have 
large brains, but still 
the rule holds. Adult 
male brains ordinar- 
ily range in weight 


‘from 1200 to 1600 


grams, with an aver- 
age’ of about 1300, 
and female brains av- 
erage about 150 
grams less.

work. This corresponds 
to the generally larger 
physical development of 
the male. Nobody is sur- 
prised to find the hands 
and feet relatively 
smailer in the female 
and the brain usually 
shares in this physical 
proportion. Men usually 
have stronger. circula- 
tion than women and 
this may very well in- 
fluence the growth of 
the brain. The weight 
and size vf the brain 
is the result of growth; 
its pattern is deter- 
mined chiefly by hered- 
ity. This means that the growth of 
the brain is influenced by conditions 
of nutrition which determine its size 
and by genetic factors which deter- 
mine its form.”

Dr. Papez drew sever- 
al specimens to illus- 
trate his point as to 
difference in size. One 
was the brain of Mrs. 
Helen Gardener, noted 
feminist, author and 
member of the United 
States Civil Service 
Commission. Upon her 
death several years ago 
she had bequeathed 
her brain to his col- 
lection for scientific 
study. It seemed small 
in comparison with 
many of the mascu- 
line brains in the col- 
lection.

men. Many men are of this type also, he explains, but as a rule women 


are better fitted by nature for this capacity. 


Women also show 


superior development in the lower parietal lobe, a section just 


above the ear. 


It is in this area that the function of sensa- 
tion in the hands is believed to be controlled. 


This area in 


the male is compressed from above and is longer. 
Other areas where marked differences appear are in the upper 
frontal region, the region governing locomotion, and in the 
region near the back of the top of the head, whichis thought 


to govern the sex nature of the individual. 


In both these 


areas the man’s brain is nearly always better developed, 
a condition which might account for. or coincide with, 
the greater physical activity and greater aggressive- 


ness of the male. 


The differencer in these regions, 


says Dr. Papez, seem to fit the woman better for the 
roles she usually occupies, namely, those of home- 
making and maternity, and the male better for 


strenuous activity. 


Formerly it was thought 


that the lower frontal lobe, the area believed 
to be the most vital thinking part of the 
brain, was larger proportionately in men; but 
Dr. Papez’s findings have not borne this out. 

He has found that the thinking part of a 
woman’s brain, the part on which cultural 
achievement most depends, is as well 


superior brain. Not so much depends 
on total size, Dr. Papez explained, as 
on development of special areas, 
texture and complexity of the convo- 
lutions. The large brain may be of 
coarser fiber and of larger cells. Usu- 
ally the delicately-modeled, richly- 
convoluted brain is a superior one, 
whether small or large. 


OT cr male advantage in size 
of brain dates from birth,” 
Dr. Papez continued. ‘“*At 
birth the brain has acquired 20 
to 22 per cent of its adult 
weight. The brains of boys at birth 
usually weigh about 330 grams and 
of girls about 283. The weight in- 
creases very rapidly during the first 
year of life to 941 grams in boys and 
843 in girls. At the end of two and 
a half years the brain has attained 68 
per cent of its adult weight. From 
then on growth proceeds more slowly. 


“ It attains its full size at the ages of 17 


to 25. It thus stops growing about 
the same time that the bones cease to 
grow in length. After this period brain 
weight remains stationary for a time 
and then begins to decline after mid- 
dle life, so that in old 
age there may be a 
marked reduction, es- 
pecially in the presence 
of hardening of the ar- 
teries.”’ 

Male and female 
brains also differ in 
respects other than 
weight, the doctor 
pointed out. The vis- 
ual areas in female 
brains are usually bet- 
ter developed than in 
men. This area is in the 
back of the head just 
above the cerebellum. 
Dr. Papez believes that 
this probably means 
women are more 
“‘vigual-minded” and 
more observant than 


developed in woman as in man. 


Indeed, 
he believes that as a rule the woman 
will think faster than the man. This 
because her brain is more prim- 
itive, more of the fundamental type 
and therefore more facile than that of 
the man. The man’s brain is more al- 
tered, more human, if you will—and 
hence, paradoxically, a bit more 
clumsy. 

“The statement that a woman’s 
brain is more primitive need not af- 
flict her with an inferiority comp!ex 
nor arouse her indignation,’’ Dr. Papez 
explains. “A primitive brain is in no 
sense inferior. We all do most of our 
thinking with the most primitive half 
of our brains, which is the left side. 
That is, we do if we are right-handed. 
For left-handed persons the reverse 
is true. But if we are right-handed, 
we are ‘left-brained’ and this left 
half is far more simian in its charac- 
teristics than the right half. The right 
half (for right-handed persons) is al- 
tered. It is changing, evolving. It is 
more human. Of course, the two 
halves are co-ordinated in a _ large 
measure, so that we think with both 
sides, but injuries to the left side 
are usually more disastrous than cor- 
responding injuries to the right. The 
rupture of an artery in the left side 
will leave an individual incapable of 
thinking or of speaking coherently. 
Or he may talk as a small child and 
mimic sounds. But a corresponding 
injury on the right side will not nec- 
essarily do that. We are not right- 
handed, most of us, because our right 
hands are fundamentally better, but 
because the left side of our brains, 
which governs the right hand, is more 
facile. If both sides are equal we are 
likely to be ambidextrous.”’ 


is in the brain that contributes to 

greater emotionalism in women, | 
the Cornell scientist has been unable 
to determine definitely. He believes, 
however, that this may be due not so 
much to special brain characteristics 
as to influence of the glands, and that 
if there be special brain characteris- 
tics, the glands are behind the devel- 
opment of these. 

“It has been a conclusion reached 
by other careful investigators,”’ he ex- 
plains, ‘that the emotional and altru- 
istic characteristics are best developed 
and represented in women and that 
on the other hand, the male, generally 
speaking, develops the intellectual and 
egoistic characteristics along with su- 
perior physical development. We may 
safely assume that the causes for these 
differences lie deeper than the culture 
of the times. They are most likely 
the results of the anatomy and physi-

Okla- 
homa City’s on the boom. Because of 
oil. But the other day they got more 
of] than even these oil-thirsty Okla- 
homa Cityans ever bargained for. They 
got it on their windows and on their 
fdces. They saw it shooting in the 
air, covering the country landscape. 
And they didn’t view it with any par- 
ticular enthusiasm. For ‘‘Wild Mary’’ 
had come Into being and broken loose. 
The whole blamed Oklahoma City oll 
field was in danger—and Oklahoma 
City, seven miles from Mary, actual- 
ly stood a chance of fire and havoc 
and fire-gutted buildings crumpled on 
the ground.

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SAN FRANCISCO. 
“SS 3s ST..: JOSEPH, Mis- 
souri, bank clerk’s 
suspicion of a sig- 
nature has led to 
the clearing up of 
one of the most 
puzzling murder 
mysteries in recent 
years on the Pacific 
Coast. Thanks to 
his alert eye and a nation-wide finger- 
print identification system, officers of 
the law have learned the identity of 
a woman whose body was found un- 
der a log beside a California highway, 
and have arrested the man who was 
with her when she was shot to death. 

The suspicious signature was on a 
letter received by tHe Missouri Val- 
ley Trust Co. of St. Joseph. The mes- 
sage asked for the money kept on de- 
posit at the bank by the purported 
writer. 

But the young bank clerk said to a 
superior: ‘“‘There’s something about 
this signature ‘Mary’ that looks phony. 
I don't believe it was written by a 
woman.”’ 

Others at the bank agreed with him, 
and Chief of Police E. A. Matthews of 
St. Joseph set a trap, which was sprung 
in Portland, Ore. It caught the man 
who wrote ‘‘Mary” in a hand that was 
not sufficiently feminine, and he now 
awaits trial for murder. 

Mary McCoy, whose name was 
signed to the letter recéived by the St. 
Joseph bank, was found dead March 
25. Her mutilated body, well dressed 
and wrapped in an expensive fur coat, 
was found under a log a few yards 
from the Redwood Highway, about 560 
miles north of the city of Bureka, in 
Humboldt County, California. 

Two highway workers came upon 
the body and from a cursory examina- 
tion it appeared as if the girl had been 
struck on the head. Authorities said 
the body had been exposed to the ele- 
ments for a considerable time. It ap- 
peared as if death had,taken place 
fully three weeks before. 

There were no marks of identifica- 
tion on the body. No jewelry was 
found nor was a weapon in evidence. 
An autopsy disclosed that the victim 
had not been beaten to death, as was 
at first supposed, but had been shot 
twice through the head. Officers did 
not‘ know where the murder had tak- 
en place, what the motive was or even 
who the victim was. 

A State-wide inquiry to establish 
identification was started. A descrip- 
tion of the dead “Woman, who was 
about 26 years old and red-haired, and 
of her clothing was sent out. Her fea- 
tures were unrecognizable.

OWN in Taney 
County, in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks, there 
is a strange board- 


ing school. Poverty 
is one of the en- 
trance require- 
ments. Intelligence 
and good character 
are the others. 

Pupils are not sent to this school; 
they go, responding to the urging of 
their own spirit. They know that 
when they join that little company 
gathered on a bluff above the White 
River they must work with body as 
well as mind, must live simply, must 
put aside the follies which youth is 
inclined to hold dear. Yet many more 
boys and girls than can be received 
beg for admission. 

The School of the Ozarks, near 
Hollister, is training young people 
of the hill country for a better life 
than they have known. It is provid- 
ing high school and vocational educa- 
tion for those unable to obtain it else- 


where. Boys in overalls and girls in 
calico’ dresses are getting at this in- 
stitution the “book learning’ offered 
freely to city dwellers, and, through 
having to earn it by the work of their 


hands, are learning additiona) lessons: 


in self-discipline and industry. 

A Presbyterian minister, the Rev. 
James Forsyth, was responsible for the 
founding of the school. Wandering 
through the Ozarks on vacation in 
1906, he was impressed by the keen 
minds of many of the young people he 
met and the lack of facilities for train- 
ing them. In too many cases these 
promising youths lived so far from a 
high school that it was impossible for 
them to go back and forth each day, 
and their families were without money 
to pay even part of thefr expenses in 
town. And in soffie instances the 
children had been unable to go beyond 
the first few primary grades. 

The minister presented the situa- 
tion to a church convention and the 
School of the Ozarks was established 
at Forsyth, Taney County, with one

building and 35 pupils. It gave only 
primary instruttion at first, but a high 
school course soon was added. 

Fire destroyed the building in 1915 
and the school then was moved to ite 
present’ location. The Hollister site 
compfises 207 acres, formerly ‘occu- 
pied by the Maine Hunting and Fish- 
ing Club. The property was bought 
with the $15,000 insurance received 
from the loss of the old building. 

In its new location the school was 
housed for a time in the log structure 
which had been the State of Maine’s 
building at the World’s Fair in St.
